Negroes, who fled the town yester­ 
day to save their lives, came

ing back today, telling pitiful stories 
of how they hid in the woods with­ 
out clothes, food or water for two 
days. 
Farmers rounded up many of 
the fleeing negroes and brought them 
in to the detention camps here. Prac­ 
tically the entire negro population re­ 
maining in tho city spent the night 
under guard. 
Men, women and chil- 
dreen were herded together in public

Washington, D. C , June 2.—The 
railroads are now in a position to 
slash freight rates and institute a 
bargain counter bidding for increas­ 
ed business, officials said today. Op­ 
erating costs decreased $400,000,000 
a year through the wage reduction 
order of the Railway Labor Board, 
handed down in Chicago yesterday, 
plus $100,000,000 reduction on coal 
purchases. 
The railroads are now 
face to face with the problem of let­ 
ting the shipper and general public 
in on the situation. 


Rates are now 70 per cent above 
the pre-war level. The whole matter 
is up to the roads, members of the 
Interstate 
Commerce

say. The roads can fix new and lower 
rates, effective in thirty days after 
notice, through filing of copies ot 
the schedules with the commission, 
and within five days, providing the 
railroads and shippers can get to­ 
gether and sign an agreement.

'nifed States Ilurcau of Mines, in charge of Foreman Miner J. V.j 
Jerry, will reach Clymer, Pa., Juno 5. The car will be on exhibi- j 
inn every dav from 9:00 a. m. to 5:00 p. m. until June 11, and free j 
lectures will be given to miners on first aid to the injured, the 
sc of mine-rescue apparatus and safety lamps, mine gases and 
ife and dangerous milling practices. 


On June 12, the car will go to Glen Richey, Pa., to remain 
until June 18. 


This mine rescue car i.-: nno of the eleven now in use by the 
Bureau of Mines for training miners in first aid and rescue meth-j 
oils and the use of mine rescue or oxygen breathing apparatus. The; 
car has a crew that includes two experienced miners, and is equip-j 
pod with the iatcst resent: and fust aid apparatus and supplies.! 
At a moment's notice the car is ready to proceed to the scene of 
a mine disaster, where the bureau men co-operate with the state! 
mining inspectors and mine officials to do everything possible to! 
assist or save miners who may have been injured or entombed. 
j 


The saving of human life, decreasing the number of injuries i 
to the miner, and lessening the sufferings of injured miners arc 
the central features of the bureau's work. 


Mirers are taught how to use rescue apparatus and how to 
take care of an injured comrade. The lectures, when possible, arej 
illustrated by lantern slides and moving pictures, which show good | 
and bad methods of mining and how many accidents may be easily i 
prevented. 
These lectures are given in the car when a suitable 
meeting place cannot be procured elsewhere, but lantern slides and 
moving pictures cannot be shown in the car.

Each car carries oxygen breathing apparatus, a supply of oxy-' 
gen in cylinders, safety lamps, and the charts, splints and ban-' 
dages for demonstrating first aid methods.

lizer may be applied to the surface by 
the use of a perforated drum, as shown 
in the illustration.

HELPS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 


Chili sauce may be prepared any 
time during the year with a few 
canned tomatoes, adding 
such spices, chopped pep­ 
per and onions as suits 
the taste. When prepar­ 
ing catsup or chili sauce 
for winter in large quan­ 
tities, put the tomatoes 
through the meat chop­ 
per and use the Juice, 
canned, for soup.

"Where has all the money gone?" 
Time after time during recent 
months we have been asked this 
leading question. People generally 
understand that, say this time two 
years ago, money was "easy"; to­ 
day, with presumably the same 
amount of wealth in the country, 
money is "tight." 


To the average man, hundreds of 
millions of dollars seem to have 
literally disappeared. 
Bankers are 
seeing their deposits and their loans 
drop. What has become of all this 
money 
which, 
two years ago. 
seemed so easily 
obtainable on 
every hand? Understanding of the 
true answer to these queries, we 
believe, means a more intelligent 
understanding of the business situa­ 
tion to-day." 


It may be said this condition gen­ 
erally is the result of the fall of 
prices which has taken place in the 
past year, the fact that the prices of 
all commodities have not fallen in 
like degree, and that bank de­ 
posits have not been replenished 
lo 
make 
good 
the drafts on 
them to pay outstanding obliga­ 
tions. 


[luring the period of inflation 
b;ink deposits rose steadily with 
the loans. 
When a bank customer 
borrowed money, taking credit for 
it in his account, the bank's de­ 
posits 'were 
increased 
in

amount. 
And when the customer 
checked: out the amount to pay for 
a Liberty Bond, or any other pur­ 
pose, tne check went! into some 
other bank as a deposit, and thus 
it became purchasing power per­ 
manently in circulation until that 
borrower — or 
some .'borrower — 
checked against a deposit account 
that had been actually earned and 
saved, and thereby extinguished a 
corresponding amount of credit. 


We followed this process of in­ 
flating our bank deposits up to 
about November 1, 1920. Some of 
our bankers were very proud over 
the "growth" of their deposits dur­ 
ing that tiine, although they signi­ 
fied very little except that a carload 
of hogs, or wheat, or other prod­ 
uct?, was creating twice as big a 
credit entry as before the war. 


The fundamental point to bear in 
mind is that money is only the 
medium of payments. As a con­ 
crete example take, say, an agri­ 
cultural community in the Middle 
West. The real debt-paying power 
of that community is in its farm 
products, and as the prices of these 
have fallen the debt-paying power, 
or ^purchasing power, has been 
diminished.
